Suggestions for putting tax refunds to work 


Tens of millions of dollars in 
tax refunds go unclaimed each 
year. It is a massive chunk of 
money that could be used to pay 
off debt or invest in the future. 

fact, more than 84,000 tax- 
payers did not receive their tax 
refunds’ from 2004,\ ‘which 
totaled about $73 million, The 
average refund. was $871 per 
taxpayer. 

Mike Sullivan, director of 
education for. Take. Charge 
America, a non-profit’ credit 
counseling company, says: you 
can’t put your money to work if 
you don’t claim it. 

“It’s easy to lose your finan- 
cial footing and it’s hard to get it 
back, especially if you live pay- 
check to paycheck,” said 
Sullivan. “Whether your refund 
is large. or small, paying down 
debt or stashing away savings 
can help you’ become more 
financially secure.” 

You can track your tax retum 
at www.irs.gov. Click on the 
“Where's my refund?” link on 
the left side.of the screen. Haye 
a copy of your return on hand. 
You will need to provide your 
social security number (or IRS 
Individual Taxpayer 
Identification Number), filing 
status and the refund amount. 
Often times, getting your refund 
is.as simple as updating your 
mailing address.

however withdrawals can be

Sheriff’ Thomas said the 
Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences had notified 
his office that the semen taken 
from: the vaginal swabs from 
Reeves matched the DNA: pro- 
file of Mason Alex Sims, born 
Feb, 14, 1947, of the Coosada 
community in Elmore County, 
Ala. 

The 74-year-old woman. was 
brutally murdered Aug. 14, 
1993 in her home, a hundred 
yards off Highway: 87, in the 
Springhill Community between 
Elba and Troy.

How's your conversation? 


“Only let your conversation be in a manner worthy of the gospel 

of Christ, so that whether | come and see you or remain absent, I 

will hear of you that you are standing firm in one spirit, with one 

rn striving together for the faith of the gospel;” (Philippians 
), 

The word “conversation” does not merely mean our talk and con- 
verse with one another, but the whole course of our life and behav- 
ior in the world. The Greek word signifies: the actions and the priv- 
ileges of citizenship: and thus We are commanded to let our actions, 
as Christians, be such as reflects the gospel of Christ. 

What sort of conversation is this? In the first place, the gospel is 
very simple. So Christians should be simple and plain in their 
habits, There should be about our manner, our speech, our dress, our 
whole behavior, that simplicity which is the very soul of beauty. The 
gospel is pre-eminently true, it is gold without dross; and the 
Christian's life will be lusterless and valueless without the jewel of 
truth. The gospel is a very fearless gospel, it boldly proclaims the 
truth, whether men like it or not; we must be equally faithful and 
unflinching. But the gospel is also very gentle. Mark this spirit in its 
Founder: “a bruised reed He will not break.” Some professors are 
sharper than a thorn-hedge; such men are not like Jesus. Let us seek 
to win others by the gentleness of our words and acts. The gospel is 
very loving. It is.the message of the God of love to a lost and fallen 
race. Christ's last command to His disciples was, “Love one anoth- 
er.’’ O for more real, hearty union and love to all the saints; for more 
tender compassion towards the souls of the worst and most 
depraved of men! We must not forget that the gospel of Christ is 
holy. It never excuses sin; it pardons it, but only through the atone- 
ment. 

If our life is to resemble the gospel, we must shun, not merely the 
grosser vices, but everything that would hinder our perfect con- 
formity to Christ: For His sake, for our own sakes, and for the sakes 
of others, we must strive day by day to let our conversation be more 
in accordance with His gospel.

legal loopholes that allow gam- 
bling facilities to operate a 
sweepstakes; to énd electronic 
bingo, and-to comprehensively 
overhaul and tighten’ constitu- 
tional provisions regarding lot- 
teries and bingo in Alabama, 

“We're asking the Legislature 
to-close the loopholes, end the 
shams and stop illegal gambling 
in Alabama, once and for all,” 
Governor Riley said. “Our pro- 
posals are comprehensive, iron- 
clad and put teeth in our gam- 
bling laws.” 

“We are here today because 
we haye a problem in 
Alabama—a problem with gam- 
bling,” said Attorney General 
King. ‘Gambling is expressly 
prohibited by our Constitution 
and every time its expansion has 
been brought before all the vot- 
ers of Alabama, they have over- 
whelmingly rejected it, As tech- 
nology has made our lives easi- 
er and better in many respects, 
in the area of gambling it has 
outpaced our laws and opened 
loopholes that allow activities 
that look like illegal casino style 
gambling, that sound like illegal 
casino style gambling, but that 
can be carefully crafted and 
manipulated to fit into loopholes 
under current law.”

Governor Riley and Attorney 
General King also propose a 
comprehensive set of amend- 
ments to Section 65. of the

The new amendment further 
places some, restrictions on 
already existing amendments 
that authdrize bingo-in certain 
counties, limiting these opera- 
tions to Only religious, charita- 
ble, educational, fraternal, or 
benevolent nonprofit organiza:

exempt | organization. under

Sighting in anew W tifle doesn't 
require a degree in physics, but 
knowing a shortcut will save 
time and ammo, Some sports- 
man sets up a target at 100 yards 
and start sighting in. Often the 
scope and bore are so much out 
of alignment the first shot does- 
n't even hit the target: Ask the 
firearm dealer to bore sight the 
scope before or after the pur- 
chase, This will usually at least 
get you on the target with the 
first shot. 

Rather than starting out at 100 
yards you may. want to consider 
beginning your sighting in 
process at 25 yards. Place a tar- 
get in front of an adequate back- 
stop, and use a good rest. If 
sighting in.a new rifle, be sure 
and clean the excess packing oil 
out of the bore with a clean 
patch then fire at least one shot 
into the backstop before firing 
the first sighting in round. This 
will remove what oil that 
remained in the bore after clean- 
ing. 

A gun vice or sand bags will 
enable one to hold the cross
